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The  1963  football  season  was  a  fabulous  success 
as  the  Tribe  tied  Elon  for  the  Carolina  Conference 
Title.  The  Indians  finished  the  season  with  a  6-3  record 
that  included  a  win  over  Southern  Conference  Davidson 
in  the  opening  game,  a  Homecoming  victory  over  Elon, 
and  a  Thanksgiving  win  against  arch-rival  Lenoir- 
Rhyne.  The  only  losses  presented  exciting  games  that 
were  undecided  until  the  last  minute,  and  were  never 
lost  by  more  than  six  points.  A  terrific  team  was  dis- 
played with  much  offensive  power  that  included  such 
scores  as  52-0  against  Guilford,  and  a  loss  to  Appalach- 
ian by  a  33-36  margin.  The  Indians  were  never  shutout. 


Also  terrific  was  the  defense  that  held  four  of  six  con- 
ference opponents  scoreless. 

Many  honors  were  heaped  on  the  Indians  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  season,  which  included  Coach  Stratton's 
being  named  Coach  of  the  Year  in  the  Carolina  Con- 
ference and  District  26.  Bucky  Pope,  Larry  Beightol, 
and  Tex  Applefield  were  named  to  District  26  Team, 
and  these  three  plus  Gene  Appier  and  Bill  McDevitt 
were  placed  on  the  All-Conference  team.  In  addition, 
Pope  was  drafted  in  the  eighth  round  by  the  Los 
Angeles  Rams,  of  the  National  Football  League.

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Homecoming  was  once  again  a  success,  as  the 
Indians  came  from  behind  in  the  fourth  quarter 
with  their  only  twelve  points  to  hand  Elon,  the 
team  they  were  destined  to  share  the  Conference 
Championship  with,  a  12-7  loss.  The  game  was 
witnessed  from  the  sidelines  by  the  1947-8  Tange- 
rine Bowl  team.

It  was  a  razzle-dazzle  pass  play 
from  Bill  McDevitt  to  Sam  Liberatore,  who  lateraled 
to  Sam  Boyd,  that  scored  the  first  touchdown  with 
only  ten  seconds  remaining  the  first  half.  The  second 
one  came  on  a  pass  to  Bucky  Pope  from  McDevitt  that 
covered  34  yards. 

The  really  outstanding  part  of  the  victory  was  the 
sparkling  defensive  effort  by  the  Catawba  eleven.

The  Catawba  College  basketball  team  finished  the 
season  with  a  record  of  16  wins  and  9  losses  overall 
and  finished  in  fourth  place  in  the  Carolinas  Conference 
with  a  9-6  record  against  conference  competition.  For 
the  season,  the  Indians  averaged  74  points  per  game, 
while  holding  the  opposing  teams  to  sixty-six. 

Coach  Moir  led  the  squad  through  what  turned  out 
to  be  a  hot  and  cold  season.  They  scored  over  one  hun- 
dred points  three  games  in  a  row,  setting  a  school  scor- 
ing record  each  time.  In  the  Mars  Hill  game,  Al  Johnson 
broke  another  school  record  by  scoring  41  points  while 
the  Indians  amassed  122  for  the  night.

Among  these  were  beating  neighboring  Pfeiffer  three 
times,  with  the  second  victory  winning  the  Piedmont 
Classic  held  in  Salisbury.  We  also  beat  arch-rival  Lenior 
Rhyne  by  31  points.  It  was  the  first  time  we  had  beaten 
them  since  Coach  Moir  came  to  coach  at  Catawba. 

After  losing  to  Elon  at  Burlington  by  25  points.  The 
Indians  turned  the  tables  on  the  Christians  and  beat 
them  by  twenty  points  at  Salisbury. 

Outstanding  for  the  Indians  this  year  was  Bucky 
Pope,  who  was  selected  to  the  All-Conference  team  and 
made  first  team  NAIA  District  26 ;  John  Garrison ;  and 
Captain  Al  Johnson.  All  three  averaged  double  figures 
for  the  year.  Tom  Childress,  Ed  Rhodes,  Martin  Smith, 
and  Jim  Sessoms  also  contributed  a  great  deal  to  the  suc- 
cessful year  for  the  Indians.

Fourth  seeded  Catawba  met  fifth  ranked  Lenoir 
Rhyne  in  the  first  round  of  the  Carolina  Conference 
Tournament  in  Lexington  and  came  out  on  the  bottom 
of  a  57-51  score.  Lenoir  Rhyne  had  led  by  ten  points 
at  half  and  by  as  many  as  14  before  the  Indians  started 
a  courageous  comeback.  Half  way  through  the  last  half, 
Ed  Rhodes  made  a  three-point  play  that  tied  the  con- 
test at  43-43.  The  Bears,  however,  hit  their  foul  shots 
at  the  end  of  the  game  and  advanced  to  the  semi-finals ; 
Ed  Rhodes  was  high  scorer  with  19  points,  hitting  9 
for  10  from  the  floor;  Bucky  Pope  was  next  with  16, 
and  John  Garrison  had  10.  It  was  the  last  game  for  Al 
Johnson,  Tommy  Childress,  Pope,  and  Garrison.
